Kate Townsend's Murderer Set Free. 


NEW ORLEANS, Feb. a.—The jury In the 


case of Troisville Sykes, for the murder 01 
Kate Townsend, returned a verdict of " not 
guilty." 
A large crowd was In attendance 


and received the verdict with astonishment. 
As soon as It was generally known In the 
city great indignation was expressed in al 
quarters. A disagreement would have ex- 
cited some surprise, but an unqualified ac- 
quittal was not expected by anybody outside 
of a small circle of the prisoner's intimate 
* riw,v«ln. 


Sykus, although lu prison waiting trla. 


for the murder of the woman, managed to 
secure lK>ssession of the property, which she 
had left him by will, through his lawyers, 
and was rapidly making away with it when 
the Court interfered and put the Sheriff in 
)>ossesslon. The crimiual case promises to be 
followed by'a long litigation over the property, 
amounting to nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars. Attempts will b« made to prevent 
Sykes from getting possession of this estate 
ou the ground that, hy the laws of Louisiana 
.a man can not inherit from his concubine. 
The case promises to be a rich one for the 
lawyers. Sykes, it is generally rumored, 
paid $30,000 or 840,000 to his lawyers for 
securing his acquittal. 


Failures for the Week. 


NEW TOKK, Feb. a.—There were 305 fail- 


ures in the United States reported during 
the week, 55 more than the preceding week, 
89 morn thau the corresponding week of 
1883, and 171 more than the same week of 
13S2. The largest previous report was 345 
for the week ending January r>, 18S4. 
About 87 per cent, were those of small 
traders, whose capital was less than $5,000. 
Compared with the previous week the Mid- 
dle States had 70, an increase ot 17; the 
New Englaud States 58, au increase of H; 
the Southern States 03. a decrease of '28; the 
Western States 125, nn Increase of 28, and 
the Pad Be States aud Territories 49, an in- 
crease of 22. Canada aud the Provinces had 
37, a decrease of 1. 


NEW YOHK, Feb. 2.—The business fail- 


ures for the last seven days, as reported to 
the mercantile agency of R G. Dun A Co., 
number, for the United States, 82M; and 
for Canada, 44—as compared with 317 .the 
previous week—an inoroiise of 50. 


A Denial by Rufus Hatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Rufus Hatch said 


In refereucce to the statement that property 
of the Yellowstone Park Company had be«n 
attached for debt: "I received a dispatch 
to-day announcing the facts, and the pub- 
lished dispatches are almost wholly false. 
The statement that the attachment resulted 
from my neglect to pay for stock I had sub- 
scribed for is absolutely without foundation. 
I have spent over 8100,000 In the enterprise, 
which Is a good deal more than I wish I had 
spent Secretary Cole said that the claim of 
Carver Is less than 88,000for supplies, and 
tbe entire indebtedness of the company not 
over 875,000. So far the company has issued 
neither bonds nor stock."

TOKAR IN PERIL. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—The commander at 


Tokar, in the Sondan, writes: " It would 
be irajiossible tor our condition to be 
worse. Tlie rebels hava lilled up all the 
wells outside town. Tlie water insido is 
brackish and bad, and the troops are suffer- 
ing: from diarrhea.' There is great tear that 
it will be necessary shortly to surrender. 
Only ten to twenty rounds of ammunition 
per man is still left. The rebels continue 
tiring day and night." 


A spy was captured near Trinkitat 
He 


is a mere boy, who came armed with u 
spear to avenge- the death of his father, 
killed by a shell Tuesday. 
The youth 


fought furiously until 
wounded. .Being 


questioned closely he declared that 7,000 
rebels were within 
live 
miles. Baker 


Pasha has sent letters promising full par- 
don to the rebels who will submit. Tho re- 
lief of Tokar and Sinkat depends upon 
diplomacy as much as upon anus.

LONDON', Feb. 2.—The new North Staf- 


fordshire Coal & Iron Company has sus- 
pended payment owing to depression in the 
coal trade. 
Tho colliery employed 1,200 


men, and had an output of 1,000 tons dally. 
With the unanimous consent of the credit- 
ors, representing £100,000, a liquidator will 
bo appointed, with special authority to ex- 
ecute large current contracts. 


HAVANA, Feb. 'I.—The Spanish Govern- 


ment will furnish, ns the ground for the ex- 
tradition of Carlos Agnero. recently arrest- 
ed at Key West by United States authori- 
ties, proof ot.his guilt of three highway rob- 
beries and as many murders. In the case 
of Emiliano Nunez, wlio was recently ar- 
rested by the Cuban authorities at Sagna 
La Grande, the Government will l>riii{; for- 
ward proof of his guilt of seizing property 
of persons ou account of their release from 
captivity. 


FAKIB, Feb. 3.—A serious conflagration 


occurred near the cemetery of Pere La 
Chaise. A lace factory, several coal depots 
and suops and five dwellings were de- 
stroyed.
